THE ROOSEVELT PLAN. 

A notable sensation has been 
sprung in the political circles of the 
country by the bold and explicit 
declaration of Governor Franklin 
Roosevelt, of New York, in favor of 
the straight-out repeal of the eight- 
eenth,. or prohibition, amendment 
of the federal constitution. 

The Roosevelt letter accentuates 
the national importance of prohi- 
bition reform more cogently and 
explicitly than any previous declara- 
tion from any high public source. 
Even more than the thought-pro- 
voking stand of Ambassador Mor- 
row in the New Jersey case, the 
Roosevelt demand projects the pro- 
hibition issue into the field of na- 
tional political discussion for a néw 
decision. 

Governor Roosevelt argues for 
the straight-out repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment and the substitu- 
tion for it of another amendment 
restoring to the states their origi- 
nal right to control, regulate or pro- 
hibit the incidents of liquor produc- 
tion and distribution by statewide, 
county, cityer village option. He 
stands four-square against any man- 
ner of return of the retail liquor 
saloon—as do all men and women 
who are sincere advocates of tem- 
perance. 

Local option by state government 
units in any public interest has al- 
ways been democratic — federal 
domination of the domestic insti- 
tutions of the states never has been 
democratic. 

Every day now the prohibition 
problem, as presented by the futile 
constitutional amendment, is grow- 
ing in importance. It is splitting 
party lines in states and in the 
‘country as a whole. The effort to 
dodge it, as has been done by the 
republicans in IMinois, will not sat- 
isfy the growing popular demand 
for a new and better dealing with 
liquor and its lawlessness than is 
being given by the federal powers. 

Eventually and soon the people 
will force the major parties to open 
action against “prohibition as is” 
and demand of them available ra- 
tional reform of and relief from the 
present policy. 

Both parties will have to face 
that demand in their next national 
conventions. :

The “best” among the number of 
translations, all of which are excel- 
lent, is & question I do not care to 
decide. I am glad, however, to name 
the translations which I personally 
use and enjoy. Of Goethe’s Faust, 
the translation by Albert G. Latham. 
It can be obtained either in “The 
Temple Classics’ or in “Everyman’s 
Library.” Of Dante’s Divine Comedy 
the classic translation in English 
is H. F. ©ary’s, but many find it 
difficult. Longfellow’s is easier to 
read because it is less literal. Dr. 
John A. Hutton, who has recently 
been conducting a course on Dante in 
the British Weekly of London, recom- 
mends the translation of H. F. Fozer, 
published by the Clarendon Press, 
and if you do not mind it being in 
prose you will find it most lucid, 
Use Cary and Fozer gide by side.

I am very anxious tobe a 
good speaker and listen in every 
Sunday to you on the radio. 

How can one master the art 
of speaking? , 

The simplest reply is, by having 
something to say and knowing how to 
say it. But this acquires a continual 
apprenticeship in which there is al- 
ways something more to learn. The 
accomplished speakers of any coun- 
try or age unitedly insist that a ca- 
pacity for infinite pains is the chief 
source of clean-cut, forcible speech. 

Above all else, avoid the tumid 
oratory which was formerly popular 
on Fourth of July celebrations and 
still lingers in belated sections. Con- 
sider a few sentences of this type of 
voluble. rHetorie, taken from an old- 
time panegyric upon the Revolution- 
ary soldiers of 1776: 

“Battalioned in gloom they were 
pensioners for immortality. Circum- 
spect in design, they were heroic in 
intrepidity. Schooled in stratagem 
they were subtle in exigency; stately 
in mien, they awaited their destiny, 
and when wounded and in agony the 
dewdrops of death were chasing each 
other o’er the insect’s racecourse— 
shroudless and coffinless they are 
jammed in the grave. Ravens croak 
their knell and buzzards. chant, their 
epitaph, yet the jargon of their eulo- 
giums cannot inumbrate their sepul- 
chre. 
as their bodies have frittered, and 
earth hug the ashes of a_tearless 
grave, yet the recollections of ages 
will embalm their fidelity and calify 
with benedictions each passing genera- 
tion.” 

This extract shows you exactly how 


not to do it. Probably Mr. Coolidge 
owed a great deal of his popularity as 
president to the economy of speech 
for which he was famous. His reti- 
cence commended him to a nation 
weary of barren words and too often 
bamboozled by them in the past to 
trust them now. : 

Yet there is a supreme use of the 
gift of speech which moves men ,to 
great deeds. For instance, read the 
story of Captain Scott’s antarctic dis- 
coveries. Some pages in that volume 
are likely to be remembered so long 
as the English language endures, Ste- 
phen Gwynn has also written a life 
of this heroic explorer containing 
model passages for your study. 

Do not be content, however, to read 
classic examples of written or spoken 
words. Write out what you wish to 
say, then boil it down to one-half or 
even one-quarter of its original con- 
tent. Avoid the pithless verbiage 
which is the curse of beginners. It 
requires courage to slaughter the

You can always 
ornament the pillars once they uphold 
the superstructure of your address. 

_ After you have -pondered manuals 
and advices on public utterance from

Many individuals of inferior intellect 
and culture have often surpassed in 
oratory their more gifted contempo- 
raries. It is a hard row to hoe and 
I wish you every success.)

It has been a hard season on the 
incumbents, regardless of party affil- 
iations. Southern democrats already 
have rejected three senators for re- 
nomination and forced a fourth—

Those senators who have weathere:l 
the primary battles in most instances 
are fighting for their political lives 
in the forthcoming election. The as- 
sault on the officeholders does not 


seem to have affected the house mem- 


bers so much, although the primaries 


have shown considerable reaction 


against house incumbents. 


Of the eleven senators who retire 
after the next election, five were de- 
feated for renomination and six de- 
clined to run again. Those who have 
been defeated for the party nomination 
are: Republicans, Deneen, Lllinois, 
and Grundy, Pennsylvania. Demo- 
erats, Simmons, North Carolina; 
Blease, South Carolina, and Ransdell, 
Lonisiana. : 

The following six republican sena- 
tors declined to run for re-elecction: 
Baird, New Jersey: Gillett, Massa- 
chusetts: Goff, West Virginia; Gould, 
Maine: Vhipps, Colorado, and Sulli- 
van, Wyoming. Senator Brock, dem- 
ocrat, Tennessee, also will retire but 
he is running for election to complete 
the short unexpired term of the late 
Senator Tyson. 

Among prominent senators who 
have beaten down opposition are Sen- 
ators Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
minority leader; Norris, of Nebseaska, 
republican independent; Couzens, re- 
publican, Michigan, and Sheppard, 
democrat, Texas. Senator Borah, re- 
publican, Idaho, is up for re-election 
this year but he has encountered no 
difficulties. 

Whether the republicans or demo- 
crats will control the next senate is 
still to be determined in the forth- 
coming election. The republicans now 
have 56 of the 96 members, the demo- 
crats, 39, and the farmer-labor, one. 

Of the senate seats involved in the 
election this year, 22 are held by. re- 
publicans and 13 by democrats.

The share market was obviously 
weary from its recent sallies through 
the July highs and settled back to 
pocket its profits to keep the specu- 
lative fires burning. Professional oper- 
ators bid up some of the utilities and 
independent steels in the last bour, 
but the stocks to which the market 
looks for leadership closed a little 
lower. American Telephone, United 
States Steel, General Motors, Gen- 
eral Electric, Atchison and Westing- 
-house Electric lost 1 to 2 points net. 

Weakness of wheat, based on the 
September 1 estimate of a crop 31.,- 
than _itast 
year’s, sent some futures to new lows 
for the season on losses of about 2 
cents, although there, was a_ partial 
recovery from the bottom. Cotton 
lost about a dollar a bale. 

Firming of gasoline prices in Chi- 
cago and of steel scrap in Pittsburgh 
were taken as favorable straws in 
the wind. Reports that the Okla- 
homa supreme court had vacated the 
injunction obtained against that 
States corporation commission pro- 
hibiting it from enforcing crude oil 
protection in the case of the C. C. 
Julian Oil and Royalty Company 
helped sentiment in the oil group, and 
Standard of New Jersey and Mexican 
Seaboard rallied in the late trading 
for 1-point gains. 


Omission of Calumet & Hecla’s 
dividend added but another to the 


long list of unfavorable actions on 
disbursements by copper companies 
so far this year. Southern Railway’s 
directors declared the regular quar- 
terly payment on the common, taking 
the dividends from last year’s earn- 
ings, as announced some time ago. 
The stock rose more than a_ point 
on the actual declaration, but lost its 
gain. 

The increase of $33,000,000 in 
brokers’ loans was the largest for any 
week since July 18, emphasizing the 
bullish activity in the stock market 
during the period covered by the re- 
port. Out-of-town banks increased 
their loans by $10,000,000 as funds 
withdrawn for the month-end settle- 
ment returned to’ New York. 


Federal reserve discounts of bills, 
representi:g the borrowings of mewm- 
ber banks from the system, dropped 
$48,000,000 in the week ended yester- 
day and there was a decline of $37,- 
000,000 in the outstanding total of 
reserve credit. Holdings of govern- 
ment securities were stationary, while 
open market purchases of bills, ap- 
parently in assistance of the money 
market, increased $23,000,000. 

Call money held at 2 1-2 per cent 
at the stock exchange loan desk, but 


funds were available in large amounts 
in the unofficial market at 2 per cent.

Survey Gauges Ettect 
_Of Drouth on Crops 


BY FRANK I. WELLER, 


Associated Press Farm Editor. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—(@)— 
The drouth has cost the country a 
loss of corn almost bushel for bushel 
as large as the entire yield of wheat. 

On July 1 the crop reporting board 
forecast a corn erop of 2,802,000,000 
bushels, 188,000,000 bushels more 
than the crop of 1929 and 103,000,000 
bushels more than the five-year aver- 
age. But the blazing heat of July 
and August struck 820,000,000 bush- 
els off the anticipated corn field— 
just 17,000,000 bushels less than all 
the wheat the United States is ex- 
pected to raise this year.

Cc. C. Teague, member representing 
fruits and vegetables, said today he 
believed the low price of wheat as 
compared to corn would result in the 
feeding of enough of it to live stock 
to end the national wheat surplus 
emergency, the solution of which was 
one of the chief endeavors of congress 
during eight years work on farm re- 
lief legislation. . 

The corn yield, as now indicated, 
is below the feed requirements of the 
corn belt proper and leaves nothing 
for distribution to the 20 states which 
always buy corn. 

Deficiency Figures. 


Compared with 1929 there is a de- 
ficiency of 96,000,000 bushels of corn 
in Iowa, 85,000,000 bushels in IIli- 
nois, 46,000,000 in Ohio, 44,000,000 
in Missouri, 30,000,000 in Kansas, 
25,000,000 in Indiana and 11,000,000 
in Nebraska. 

Of the feed crops, hay was second 
to corn as the chief drouth sufferer. 
The tame hay crop is 19,000,000 tons 
shorter than a year ago, Nebraska 
alone of the more important hay 
states showing an increase. There is 
an 828,000-ton reduction in wild hay, 
North Dakota showing the only note- 
worthy increase in harvest. Alfalfa 
hay is 2,000,000 tons short, Nebraska 
again showing the only increase in 
yield. . 

Oats was the spectacular crop of 
the year, the indicated production sur- 
passing the 1929 yield. by 157,000,000 
bushels and the five-year average by 

£000, 04 here were increased 
yields in all the big producing states 
except South Dakota and Nebraska. 

Durum wheat was 2,000,000 bush- 
els short of the 1929 harvest and 18,- 
000,000 bushels short of the yearly 
average. Other spring wheat was 14.- 
800,000 bushels larger than in 1929 
but 24,000,000 bushels below the aver- 


age. 

Barle® showed a gain of 19,000,000 
bushels over the unusually large yield 
of 1929, Wisconsin, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Nebraska account- 
ing for 17,000,000 bushels of the in- 
crease. 

North Dakota, largely substituting 
flax for wheat, hung up a record of 
10,453,000 bushels of seed as com- 
pared with 6,876,000 last year. 


More Decreases. 


Buckwheat production fell off 8,- 
000,000 bushels, the two principal 
states, New York and New Jersey, 
sharing in the decrease. 

The production of grain sorghums 
decreased 18,000,000 bushels, to which 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas contrib- 
uted liberally, 

Field’ beans declined 235,000 bush- 
els, all bean states except Maine, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, Idaho, Colorado and 
California sharing the loss. 

There is an indicated increase of 
75,000 tons of beet sugar and a de- 
crease of 14,000 tons of Louisiana 
cane sugar. 

Better crops in Washington, Ore- 
gon, California, New York and Penn- 
sylvania contributed largely to 1,775,- 
000-bushel increase in the commercial 
apple crop. Virginia lost more than 
1,000,000 bushels. 

Running the full range of upsets for 
a total increase of 2,000,000 bushels, 
the peach crop saw an increase of 
15,000,000 bushels in California and 
a yield only 1 per cent of normal in 
Illinois. The crop there fell from 
3,600,000 bushels in 1929 to 1,000 
bushels. Arkansas produced 84,000 
bushels as compared with 2,635,000 in 

The pear crop is 3,000,000 bushels 
larger than last year and the grape 
crop 236,000 tons larger. Tobacco, 
99,000,000 pounds short of the 1929 
harvest, is 18,000,000 pounds larger 
than average. The peanut yield, about 
92,000,000 pounds under a year ago, 
is about average. The potato crop 1s 
20,000,000 bushels below last year 
and 53,000,000 .bushels below aver-

NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—(UN)— 
The National and American league 
today held out an olive branch to 
the three Class AA leagues to whom 
they ‘issued an ultimatum recently, 
threatening a complete break over the 
disputed draft question on Decem- 
ber 1. 

President John A. Heydler, of the 
National league, and President’ E. 8. 
Barnard, of the American, wrote 
jointly to the 24 club owners of the 
International and Pacific coast. cir- 
cuits and the American association, 
proposing a meeting during the forth- 
coming world series “to avert a cer- 
tain rupture in our present rela- 
tions.” 

“Failure to hold such a conference 
would have far-reaching consequences 
to both the major and minor leagues,” 
the letter stated.

We 
are addressing this suggestion to you 
as a matter of vital importance.” 

Following a disagreement between 
the Class AA leagues and the ma-} 
jors over the present draft rule, the 
major leagues, at a joint meeting at 
Chicago, voted to have no further 
dealings with the three big minor 
circuits after December 1. 

While the letter now sent by Heyd- 
ler and Barnard is in the nature of
